She was commanded by Captain 
Michael Andclo, who is hotter known 
ou tho Sound as master of the Italian 
bark Uavonr, wliieh was wrecked last 
year. The Yosemite was from Van- 
eiuiver, 15. (j., laden with lumber and 
liuund for A'alparaiso. Off the souUi- 
erii coast of Chili the vessel ^vas ovoa'- 
i:iken by a sipnill and dismasted. In 
Ihi:; rondition she was nnmanageablo 
and drifted close to shore. A liuge 
wave (washed the -wifo and two oCtdie 
captain's children overboard, j. while f the 
next carried the captain "himself and 
his little baby. As if this were not 
enough, Augelo was violen|Iy 'hurled 
against floating wreckage aud suffered 
tlie frai.'ture of a leg. In this deplor- 
Liblo eonditioii he swam to where his 
loved ones wen; struggling and tou-ed 
tlii'iu to IhKitiiig spars, bidding the wife 
eling to this until he could give her 
aid. He then swam ashore with the 
babv and n^lurned for the others. The 
str:ii'i had been too muph for the brave 
■ivonian. however, and the turbttlfent 
waves washed her and tho two children 
from the tlotsam and he never saw 
them again. The baby died soon after 
from exposure. .

Protect From the Dominion Too 
Strong For Downing Street 
to Neglect, 



London, Aug. 12y.-(Special) — Karl 
Grey, and not the Duke of Marlbor- 
ough, Is to succeed Lord Aliuto as Gov- 
ernor-General of Canada. Tliis infor- 
mation developed this afternoon in semi- 
otllcial circles and the appointment is 
expected to be announced as soon as the 
exigencies of colonial diplomacy cau be 
met. ■. 

The talk about the appointment of the 
'Duke of Marlborough was better found- 
ed than mqst' people imagine. It is 
'Whispered in olUcial circles here that 
the storm of protest from tho Dominion 
at the first tiiontion of his name finally 
caused a reversion of tho intention in 
'high (luartcrs. Tho delay in definitely 
abandoning Marlborough is utttributod 
to the pre.stig<' of hi.-< newly acfpiirod 
millions and the exercise of a certain 
amoniii: of political sagacity which he 
seems to liave obtained with his Van- 
derbilt wealth. 

Marlborough wanted to lio Govenior- 
Oeneral and the Vanderbilts supported 
him in the ambition. The mind of the 
people of the Dominion as o.xpressed 
through the nowsi)aper8 was against 
the exploitation of any American family 
lit their exjicnse. 

I'hirl Grey, wao is now in the Unite<l 
Stales, is not ' unknown there, haviii.g 
been in America before. He is a cui- 
tiircd capable man, owns 17,1)11(1 .icres of 
land, is a director of the liritish S'Uitli 
-Vfrica (,''inip:iny ami liiis Ijecn l.ord- 
Lieiiteiiant of .\orl liiiiiibcrlii ml since 
-ISill). He is a di'scenilant of a famous 
■coiiiinanding ollicer in the American 
War of the Kevolution.

Caiit. WiHiam J. Waitt,. known to 
every manner on the CoiiSt-'AS CaptJ 
"liilly" U'aitt, died very suddenly in 
rrovidencu liosiiital yesterday after- 
noon. Drojisy is believtHl to have been 
the cause of his deatii. lie .was past 
III) years of age and single. 

lie was found dead in a chair in his 
'■oom at about 2 o'clock by ouo of the 
Sisters in the hospital. He liad been 
reading a newspaper and had <bis- glasses 
oni ond- b&e paper' ;lh ..his Jiand'Vwhen 
found. ' ., 

Capt. Waitt went to' Providence hos- 
pital three weeks ago. He was not 
ieeling well, but (lid not think that he 
was seriously ill. lie was up and dress- 
ed yesterday and ate his dinner .witli 
coiivalescimts in the Jiospital. lie ap- 
Iieared well and e.Npected that he >vould 
be out in a short time.

Amid the cheers of tlu-ec himdred men 
and' ■women, tho hoarse shrieks of two 
big steamships nnd the exultant render- 
ing of the national untheni by a brass 
band, the spliced ends Of the Seattle- 
Siika giMcrnmeiit cable fellitlntO,; tlie 
waters of Puget sound at -4 :4d 'yester- 
day afternoon, ten miles out of tliis 
port, and about a mile off of West point, 
says the I'ost-Intelligepcer. Mayor Bal- 
hnger and J. T. Elyiiu, cluiiriuau of 
the special chamber of commerce com- 
mittee, severed the two ropes liolding 
!lje cable to the deck of the United 
Sli'.tos cable ship P.urnside exactly eight 
minutes after the linal splice wiis" made, 
and with a splash that evoked almost 
fremded cheei's , f rom the spectators on 
hoar<l the'..government''!.ve8sel?and! 'the 
sK amship Queen, the wire fell to the 
iMiti.im of the Sound nnd direct tele- 
.viapliie commuuieation between Alaska 
and the United States was establislied 
alter months of wfirk and the expendi- 
ture of two niillious of dollars. 

Simpliciiy, in itself impres.-ive, mark- 
ed the event. There were no set speech- 
es as the wire went over the side, and 
the best ceremony, in the opinion of the 
onlookers, were the rounds of spontan- 
eous cheers from everybody that wit- 
nessed 'the .event; Ou. the Tig.glng of 
the Burnsidd, brilliant with Hags and 
streamers, were massed the Filijiino 
sailors of the cable ship. An eighth ot 
a mile .way lay the Queen, lier deck 
rails lined with the interestcnl faces of 
some of the most prominent citizens 
of Seattle. Pier rigging also was cover- 
ed with streamers. About a mile away, 
although taking no part in tho cere- 
monies, lay the United States moiiiior 
Wyoming, her presence lending an add- 
ed interest to the affair. Several small 
harbor craft stood .off from the big 
ships as they lay in the stream, ready 
to add their whistles at the proper time 
to the general tumult. 

At 4:32 tho two sailors of the Burn- 
side who Jiad, for an hour, bee.n joining 
the ends of the cable, made their linal 
s|ilice. There were now tint two ropes 
holding the cable on board ship. ,V 
sailor's clasp knife was given to 3Iayor 
I'alliiiger and one to Mr. Flynn. At a 
signal from Colonel Allen, of the United 
States signal corps, each drew the sharp 
blade across .'Uie etraiids aad the wire 
fell. Tho group of army olllcers, city 
ollU'ials and newspapermen who were 
around tho mayor waved their iiats and 
clieored almost before the splash came. 
The men ill the rig-ging of tlie Burnside 
ami llnise on deck dofl'ed their liiats, 
and, yelling ;is only sailors <'an, noti- 
lied the iiassengers aboard the Queen 
that the (.able was complete and laid. 
SimultaiKNUisly the sii'ens of the Burn- 
side and the tiueeii broke loose, as did 
th.ose of a couple of smaller vessels. 
Wagnor's band, ou the deck of; the 
Queen, struck up the "Star Spangled 
Banner," heard dimly through the 
'Whistling and the cheering. The en- 
thusiasm so manifested lasted fully live 
minutes and fonned, the siiectators .-if- 
terwar<ls Stated, the most -imiwessive 
nianifcirtation of tlio kind they had. ever 
seen.

A WAItNING TO SPOETSMEX. 

A letter in another column signed 
"I'^arnier," calls attention to a matter 
which promises to become of real live 
interest ns soon as the shooting season 
opens, which wilT be on ThtiTsday. He 
states that notici-s have been jiosted all 
over the district around Mill bay, ("ob- 
blo Hill and Cowichan, forbidding 
sportsmen 'to go on and shoot on private 
huids. ' Tliis, fis stated by "Fanner," is 
on the ground that the game on the 
land belongs to the owner of the land, 
iim\ it seems that the farmers in the 
district are- deternuned , to dnsist ■ on their 
rights "in tliis re'sp'octi The ■laW govern- 
ing the subject is not (luite clear so 
far as applies to all coinlitimis, but tli.' 
general principle is that sportsmen and 
others may be regarded as trespassers, 
if they go on private land,' whetlier it 
is fenced or not. It is necessary, liow- 
ever, that notices should be put up 
warning the public against trespai;s. ,\ 
f.-irmer may personally warn n t^spas- 
ser off bis lands, laiid if ho refuses to 
leave he may exercise sullleient force to 
eject Iiim. In ease of an action for as- 
saiilt or battery, fls « consequence, it 
would be. 11 nitttter 0^ evidenoa as to 
whether the farmer had used more 
force than was •necessary for the pur- 
liose. It is altogether probable, notwilli- 
staiidiiig the warning given that a good 
deal of .shooting will be done by sports- 
nuMi on private lands, and we may look 
forward to breaches of the peace being 
v<'ntiliited in the Provincial courts. We 
think tliat both the sporting fraternity 
and the farmers themselves should be 
extremely careful as to the extent to 
jwhich they may insist .upon their rights. 
If, as the farmers say, trouble results 
from shooting on jirivate lands, the 
siiortsmau does it at his own risk, luit 
there is a border line which is extreme- 
ly difficult .in circninstances , to de- 
fine and across -whieii it is dan'gerous to 
pass.

The world moves; so also do 
the methods of advertisers. In the Cen- 
itennial Expositioii at iIMiiladelphia away 
back in lS7(i a disiilay of line merchan- 
dise 'Was not overshadowed by ot<her at- 
tractions.- AA'e can all remember how 
in the old-rrishioiuHl fal! siiow.s there 
were no circus performanees to distract 
the alteulion of visitors 'wlio were 
wholly engrossed in the respective 
merits of live stock, the attractions of 
the horso race, the wonders of the big 
pniiilikiu or the beauties of the log 
<-abiu (iiiill. Even in 3S!).'i at Chicago, 
Printer's Ink says, ^the merchandise ex- 
hibits were the main attractions outside 
•>f the "midway." But all this has been 
changed at St. Louis. The grounds are 
a mile wide and two miles long, em- 
bracing .l,l!-10 a<!res. In this vast area 
tliero is so much mcrcliandisc that the 
visitor becomes indifferent to all of it. 
Then the "Pike," Avith its mile of .side- 
shows, draws from the main buildings, 
'Whilo all over the grounds are scattered 
other sideshows, such as the Boor War, 
with 750 people from 'Soutli Africa; a 
large reproduction of .Terui^aleiii, a largo 
t(-;egriipli tower, the I'liilipiiiiie iteser- 
vation, the huge concert organ, etc., 
etc.- A^.l^thesej.our 'coutempprory points 
otit; 'add'to Itlie difflii'ulty ' of attractins 
by mere niercliandise, liowever beauti- 
ful it may be. There «tuist now bo 
something new and something that 
moves to, aittract the attention. A curi- 
ous fact is brought out in connection 
with the costly State display of iigri- 
I'ultural products from Illinois. This 
display is virtually u Jiistory of the 
isiaie luid a. catuloijue of its., resources. 
It was iustnll^, Atraui immense expense, 
to lattract home-seekers, but the crowd 
passes ihy this and the exiiibits of fortj' 
other States complete and costly, to 
hurry up to the Ueast expensive Statu 
I'xhibit ill the agricultural building, that 
of .Nelii'iiska. It is something that 
moves: a luovin,^' picture entertaiiiiiient, 
showing views of Nebraska with its 
lields, dairy herds, beet sugar iiidtistry 
anil all t'lie rest oi! it. The -Nebraska 
State appropriation was oidy .'fliO.OUO. 
No State building could be.wrected for 
that sum, and the appropriation, .wliich 
fell into the hands of a commission, 
that served without salary, hut had tlic 
advertising instinct, firovided an enter- 
tainment that is visited by 3,000 jier- 
sous daily and is the means of interest- 
ing home-seeker.s in the Slate's laniU 
am! industries. There is a little the- 
atre, seatin;: something over ,100 licr- 
sons. A did'ereiit set of views is shown 
everv lialf hour. When the sjiectatorH 
come out they are liandea nOvertising 
ilociimeiits of Xebraska which havo 
si>iiie iiieaniii'4 for them after having 
seen the views of filings therein written 
about. This dittle show, says Printer's 
Ink, will^not coiit more than five thou- 
sand dollars during the Pair, and the 
State that had the least to spend in 
advertisiiiL' is getting the best results 
of all. There is going to be a laru-e 
fair at Port bind next year, which will 
include all the Pacific Coast Stat,es. 
We hand out the suggestion of Print- 
er's -Ink to the Government of Britis'li 
Columbia as worthy of consideration m 
that connection.,'. ■

It was rumored at Esquimalt and 
around town iu well-informed circles 
yesterday tliat the admiralty bad de- 
cided to plaee in commission on this sta- 
tion as the aicxt' llagsliip, either a sec- 
ond-i!lass battleship or a lirs't-cluss cruis- 
er, with the usual eoucouiitaut secoii- 
iliiry vessels.
